STUDIED UNDER 
FAMOUS MASTER 


De Giorgio Served Under U. S. 
Color Since 1913; Was Band- 
master on Yacht Dolphin. 


Giovanni De Giorgio, comet soloist 
with the United States Navy Band, 
who will be heard in this city when 
that famous organization gives two 
concerts here on October ll, at the 
Majestic Theatre, under the auspices 
of the Lions Club, began his musical 
studies at a lad of ten in the little 
city 
of Torre 
Reggiero, 
Province 
Catanzaro, Italy. 
He had 
as 
his 
maestro 
Professor 
Pasqualino 
De 
Sandro from the Conservatory of 
Milan, one of the great schools of 
Europe, who taught him not only 
instrumentation, hut harmony, theory, 
arranging and everything that per­ 
tains to a well-rounded musical edu­ 
cation. 
De Giorgio, then but twenty years 
of age, in 1904, had completed his 
schooling and had gained considerable 
experience as a soloist in European 
bands. 
Like so many sons of Sunny 
Italy he heard the call of the United 
States, and when he arrived in this 
country he enlisted as a musician in 
the United States Navy. 
Within a 
comparatively short time he was as­ 
signed to the hand on the President’s 
yacht, the Mayflower, and in 1913 he 
was given the grade of Bandmaster 
and assigned to the Dolphin, then the 
yacht of the Secretary of the Navy. 
In 1919 De Giorgio was transferred 
to the Washington Navy Yard Band 
as solo cornetist, and since that or­ 
ganization was reorganized as the 
United States Navy Band he has held 
that position with increasing popular­ 
ity. 


With 
practically every available 
inch of room in the cold storage 
houses filled with apples, the deluge 
of fruit still continues to come in 
from the orchards and storage own­ 
ers are hard pressed to care for the 
demand for “room and more room.” I 
The storage buildings, both here and 1 
at Biglerville are filled to overflow­ 
ing and space is almost a premium. 
A hesitancy on the part of the grow­ 
ers to dispose of their fruit at the 
present prices combined with the un­ 
usually large yield has been assigned 
as the reasons for the lack of space. 
Orchardists in the vicinity of Big­ 
lerville and even in sections of the 
county rather remote from this “ apple 
capital” have been sending their ap­ 
ples into the packing houses and stor­ 
age companies so fast that the pack­ 
ing house men are having considerable 
trouble in handling the fruit. 
Long lines of wagons are drawn up 
before each packing house waiting to 
disgorge their load from early morn­ 
ing until late at night, and as quickly 
as the fruit is graded and placed in 
the barrels it is sent directly to the 
storage houses. 
A quantity of fruit 
is being put directly on the freight 
cars for immediate shipment to the 
city markets, but still the accommoda- 


Luther C. Plank, clerk of the courts, 
is not a fisherman. 
He admits it, 
and so do his friends, but he is still 
telling his friends how'' he caught 57, 
or was it 67 nounds of eels. 
But it 
was not through his ability as an 
angler that he became one of Adams 
county’s largest eel catchers. 
No, 
sir. 
One rainy day last 
week, 
Mr. 
Plank, who operates a flour and grain 
mill at Table Rock, when he is not 
genially transacting business as clerk 
to Adams county’s several courts, no­ 
ticed that the power furnished his 
mill by Conewago Creek 
was not 
what it should be. 
Closing down for the day, the mil­ 
ler took 57 or more pounds of eels 
from the water wheel, and friends of 
the Table Rock man in Biglerville, 
Gettysburg and his home community 
lived on eels for several days. 
The haul of eels from the water 
wheel was the largest ever made by 
Mr. Plank, who says that frequently 
after heavy rains, the slippery “fish” 
lolled in large quantities 
in the 
wheel.

Several of the orchardists are hav­ 
ing difficulty in securing pickers and 
consequently and of necessity must 
concentrate their forces on the early 
apples hoping that the later varieties 
will not become injured until more 
help is available. 
The orchaidists are not alone in 
their rush, tho barrel manufacturers 
are going at their peak capacity and 
tic having nf amities in laking care 
of all the demands for barrel-’ which 
has followed the big season. Baskets 
and some boxes are being used in 
many places where formerly barrels 
were only considered, but these car­ 
riers have been found to serve well 
for the early varieties. 
Apple canning factories ere

When he was in the city of Broth­ 
erly Love and Sesquicentennial for 
the annual sessions of the Pennsyl­ 
vania convention of county commis­ 
sioners, he figured in three mishaps, 
all in one day. 
After alighting from the train which 
took him to Philadelphia, he boarded 
a taxi to take him to the convention 
hotel. 
The distance was about six 
blocks. On the way, the driver of the 
machine crashed into the rear of a 
large truck which came to a rather 
sudden stop. 
With wet and slippery 
pavements under foot—under wheel, 
if you please—the driver of the taxi 
was unable to stop his car soon 
enough. 
Mr. Hershey was shaken up con­ 
siderably, but otherwise was unhurt. 
Bus Careens 
Then he and other county commis­ 
sioners from throughout Pennsylvania 
got aboard a large tram, as they say, 
in “jolly old London,” and started for 
the m a jo r ,Philadelphia attraction.

Mr. Hershey was again badly 
shaken up. 
Elevator Sticks 
All went well at the Sesqui, and the 
visiting county officials came back to 
the Elverson building, where a large 
newspaper is published. 
On the way 
up to one of the upper stories of the 
building, the crowded 
elevator in 
which Mr. Hershey was riding Caught 
between two floors, marooning the 
passengers in the cage. The heat in 
the elevator shaft was described by 
Mr. Hershey as “extraordinary” and 
several women in the caught cage 
fainted. 
The elevator was so crowd­ 
ed, according to the local commis­ 
sioner, that it was impossible for him 
to take off his coat and he was bathed 
in perspiration before the trouble was 
adjusted and the eage continued its 
ascent. 
Aside from the mishaps in which he 
figured, Mr. Hershey said he enjoyed 
the trip and the sessions of the con­ 
vention.

The name of Harry C. Stock, of 
New Oxford, as Prohibition party 
candidate for the state legislature 
from Adams county, most likely will 
appear on the ballots in the Novem­ 
ber general election. 
Mr. Stock, now rounding out a term 
as a Republican member of the state 
legislature from Adams county, un­ 
knowingly was nominated aa Prohibi­ 
tion party candidate for that office by 
one vote in the May primary. 
Despite efforts made 
Tuesday on 
behalf of the New Oxford man to have 
his name Bricken from the ballot aa 
certified to the county commiaaionera 
by Clyde L. 
King, secretary of the 
commonwealth, the commissioners re­ 
fused to take the desired action until 
authority for such a move would be 
received from the state bureau of 
elections or the secretary of the com­ 
monwealth. 
Extend Time 
The commissioners, however, grant­ 
ed friends of Mr. Stock, who have in­ 
terested themselves 
in 
having hie 
name withdrawn as Prohibition party 
candidate, an extension of time until 
Thursday tQ produce authority under 
which they could legally and without 
the danger of a flare-back after elec­ 
tion strike the New Oxford’s man’s 
name from the ballot. 
After Thursday, the official certifi­ 
cation of Lhe ballot for Adams county 
will be—turned—axer—La- -J* Harvey 
Neely, proprietor of the York Springi 
Comet, who was low bidder for the 
contract of printing the ballots for 
next month’s general state-wide elec­ 
tion. 
To friends of Mr. Stock, the com­ 
missioners and their clerk, R. ’ E. 
Deardorff, pointed out that it Was 
necessary for George D. Thorn, deputy 
secretary of 
the 
commonwealth^ to 
certify to them the name of George 
W. Snyder as Socialist candidate for 
United States Senator, in order that 
Mr. Snyder’s name may appear o" 
the ballots in November. 
Likewise, 
the 
commissioners 
argue, before a 
name can be withdrawn from the 
ticket the secretary of the state or h it 
deputy must show them such au­ 
thority. 
Mr. Stock was defeated in the May 
primary for the Republican nomina­ 
tion for re-election, but a voter in 
New Oxford, cast one ballot for Mr. 
Stock for nominee of the Prohibition 
party. 
That one ballot, certified to 
the state bureau of elections, placed 
Mr. Stock's name on the official ballot 
this fall. 
Mr. Stock has announced that he 
will not campaign for election as Pro­ 
hibitionist candidate.
